Wireless Data Jack 

OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 

FCC INFORMATION 

We designed your Wireless Data Jack to conform to federal regulations 
and you can connect it to most phone lines. However, each device you 
connect directly to the phone line draws power from it. This power draw is 
the device’s ringer equivalence number, or REN. The REN is shown on 
the base’s label. 

If you connect more than one phone or other device directly to the phone 
line, add up all the RENs. If the total is more than five (or three in rural ar- 
eas), your phones may not ring. If ringer operation is impaired, remove a 
device from the line. Your Wireless Data Jack utilizes RJ-1 1 phone con- 
nectors. 

Note: Your Wireless Data Jack has a REN of 0.5B, and so does not affect 
your phone’s ability to ring. Also, the phone you plug into the extension 
unit does not place any load on the telephone line. However, the phone 
you plug into the base unit does affect the total REN. If your Wireless Data 
Jack causes problems on the phone line, the telephone company can dis- 
connect your service. The phone company tries to notify you in advance. If 
advance notice is not practical, the telephone company notifies you as 
soon as possible and advises you of your right to file a complaint with the 
FCC. 

THE FCC WANTS YOU TO KNOW 

Your Wireless Data Jack complies with Part 68 of FCC Rules. You must, 
upon request, provide the FCC registration number and the REN to your 
telephone company. These numbers are shown on the label on the base 
unit. 
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This equipment compiies with the iimits for a Ciass B digitai device as 
specified in Part 15 of the FCC Rules. These iimits provide reasonable 
protection against radio and TV interference in a residentiai area. Howev- 
er, your equipment might cause TV or radio interference even when it is 
operating properiy. To eiiminate interference you can try one or more of 
the following corrective measures: 


• reorient or reiocate the receiving antenna 

• increase the distance between the system and the radio or TV 

• use outlets on different electrical circuits for the equipment and the 
radio or TV 


See “Troubleshooting” on Page 7 for suggested solutions. If the problem 
persists, take your Wireless Data Jack to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance.

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LIGHTNING 

Your Wireless Data Jack has built-in protection circuits to reduce the risk 
of damage from surges in the telephone line. These protection circuits 
meet or exceed the FCC requirements. However, lightning striking the 
telephone or power lines can damage your system. Lightning damage is 
not common. Nevertheless, if you live in an area that has severe electrical 
storms, we suggest that you unplug the system when storms approach to 
reduce the possibility of damage. 

IMPORTANT SAFETY INSTRUCTIONS 

• Unplug this system from the wall outlet before cleaning. Do not use 
liquid or aerosol cleaners. Use a damp cloth for cleaning. 

• Do not use this system near water. 

• This system should never be placed near or above a heat radiator or 
register, or in a built-in installation unless proper ventilation is pro- 
vided. 

• This system should only be operated from the type of power source 
indicated in this guide and on the system's label. If you are not sure 
of the type of power supplied to your home or building, consult your 
local power company. 

• Never spill liquid of any kind on the system. 

• Opening or removing the covers might expose you to dangerous volt- 
ages or other risks. Incorrect reassembly can cause electric shock 
when the system is subsequently used. Take it to a qualified service 
facility when service or repair is required. 

• Unplug the system from the wall outlet and refer servicing to a quali- 
fied service facility under the following conditions: 

A. When the AC plug is damaged. 

B. If liquid has been spilled into the system. 

C. If the system has been exposed to rain or water. 
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D. If the system does not operate normally by following the operating 
Instructions. 

E. If the system has been dropped or the cabinet has been dam- 
aged. 

F. If the system exhibits a distinct change In performance. 

• Avoid using a telephone, other than a cordless phone, during an 
electrical storm. There is a remote risk of electric shock from light- 
ning. 

• Do not use the telephone to report a gas leak in the area of the leak. 

INSTALLATION 

Carefully remove both units from packaging. If there is any visible dam- 
age, do not attempt to operate the equipment. Notify your dealer or ship- 
ping carrier immediately. Keep this guide for future use. 

Base Unit — The base unit has two modular telephone jacks on the right 
side and a green indicator light. 

Extension Unit — The extension unit has one jack on the right side and a 
green indicator light. You can move this unit from location to location to 
create a modem jack in an electrical outlet. 

6 Foot Telephone Cord — Connects the base unit to an existing wall 
phone jack. 

Note: The system does not work on multi-phase power lines. Both units 
must be on the same phase 

MAKING THE CONNECTIONS 

To ensure proper performance, it is important to install the base first, then 
the extension. Make sure that both the base and extension are securely 
plugged into the wall outlets. 

Be sure to plug the base in first before plugging in the extension. 
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If you cannot get a dial tone, reset both units (see “Security Programming” 
on Page 6). 

Important: 

• Do not plug the Wireless Data Jack into a power strip or surge pro- 
tector. 

• The extension will not operate during a power outage. 

• The Wireless Data Jack can only be used with a single phone line. 

• It is very important that you follow the directions in the order they are 
given. In the event of a problem, unplug both units, remove all cords, 
and start again. 

• Before installing this equipment, ensure that it is permissible to con- 
nect it to the line. 

• Contact the appropriate electric inspection authority to ensure that 
the electrical ground connections of the power utility, telephone lines 
and internal metallic water pipe system, if present, are connected 
together. This precaution may be particularly important in rural areas. 

Caution: Do not attempt to check or make these connections yourself. 


Connecting the Base 

1 . Plug one end of the supplied modu- 
lar cord into either jack on the base, 
then plug the other end into the 
desired wall phone jack. 

2. Plug the phone’s modular cord into 
the other jack on the base, and plug the base into any AC outlet. 
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Connecting the Extension 

1 . Plug the extension into an AC outiet. 

2. Plug the telephone’s line cord into the 
extension. 

3. Lift the phone’s handset. There should 
be a dial tone. If there is no dial tone, 
follow the instructions in “Security Programming” on Page 6. 



Connecting to a Computer Modem 


1 . Plug the extension into an electrical outlet near your computer’s 
CPU. Do not plug It into a power strip or surge protector.

Unplug the telephone from the 
extension (if you tested the sys- 
tem for a dial tone). 

Plug the modular cord from the 
computer’s modem jack into the 
extension’s jack. 



Your Wireless Modem Jack might not filter or remove static if it is present 
in your telephone line, which might affect your modem’s performance. If 
this happens, try installing the base and/or the extension in another loca- 
tion. 


SECURITY PROGRAMMING 

1 . Using a small pointed object (such as a straightened paper clip), 
press the black recessed button on the side of the base. The green 
indicator stays lit throughout programming. If you do not complete 
programming within 5 minutes, the system returns to standby and 
programming is incomplete. 
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2 . 


Press the black recessed button on the extension. The green indica- 
tor flashes once, indicating that the programming is complete. (If the 
green button flashes repeatedly, the base is not in the programming 
mode. Start over.) 


3. Once all extensions have been coded, you must verify the diai tone 
at each location. 


TROUBLESHOOTING 

We do not expect you to have problems with your Wireless Data Jack, but 
if you do, the following suggestions might help. If these suggestions do not 
solve your difficulty, remove both units from the electrical outlets, remove 
all cords, and reinstall the system, making sure to follow the instructions 
exactly. If problems persist, take the data jack to your local RadioShack 
store. 


Problem 

Action 

No dial tone 

Make sure the connections are correct. 
Remove and reinstall the cords. 

Check the outlet for power. 

Use new modular telephone cords. 

Move the base and extension to another 
location. 

Reset both units (see “Security Program- 
ming” on Page 6). 

Static or interference 

Move both the base and extension. (Halo- 
gen lamps, light dimmers, and computer 
surge protectors sometimes cause static.) 

Cannot dial out, or the line 
does not ring 

Move the base and extension closer 
together. 
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Note: Only the telephone plugged Into the base unit operates. If two lines 
are being used, only one line can operate through the Wireless Data Jack. 
A single base and extension hook-up will only operate the phone line to 
which the base is connected. Do not connect or operate the Wireless Data 
Jack using GFI circuitry.
